Hospital for Insane.

Governor Richard I. Manning are
rived in tie elty Iast evening at 8
o'clock amd spent the night at the
Hotel Chiguola.  The governor camo
here from Pendletorn where he  de-
Hhwred an address yesterday after
noon, Ile leaves this morning at 8:15
over the Pledmont & Northern for
Greenwood and will go directly
Columbla,

Governor Manning was Interviewedl
Jast night by a representiative of The
Intelligencer and the chief exeeutive
of the state had some inleresting
things to suy. Especlully was this
true in the ecase of conditions in
Charleston and the result of e pre-
cautions taken by the govornor in or-
dering out three companies of the
state militia and having  appolnted
specinl constables to keep order dur-
ing the day.

"I am wvery muoh gratified that the
Charleston electlon has passed off
quictly and that nelther the militin
or the specinl constables had to he
used. The militla have been roleas-
ed and the constables have beon dis-
charged.

“I rocelved notice that 13 more
blind tlgers plead gullty in (fiarles-
ton. This makes a total of 27 who
have entered this nlea during this
term of court. ‘There wera 48 true
bills returned. 1t is very gratifying
to me to see the growth of sontiment
in Charleston of the regard for law,
and especlally regarding the cnforce-
ment of the laquor law, which hos
steadlly "Improved. Over 50,000 bot-
tlies of beer have just recently been
seized and confiscated by tho ofli-
cers,"

Governor Mannlng was asked nhﬁut
the couditions at the state hosplin
for the fnsano and he stoted t]mt
evorything was getting magnificently,
"Wo are woll pleased wilh seme
changes that have been made there
recently and some that are now in
progrees. The hospital has  been
changed from a place where the men-
tally afilicted are given what allenlats
cull ‘Custodial Care’ “into a hospital
where they received treatment for
thelr mental discasas ns well as tielr
bodily allmén*s,” stated the governor.

The 47 washwomen who used to
work there have been done away with
and now this work is belug done hy
tho negro inmates who are able to do
it. This has been beneficial to there
and at the same time will mean a sav-
Ing of approximately $7,0000 a year to
the state. This work affords a di-
verplon for the negro inmates and
